Relumed Soldiers May Call on Mason 
County Red Cross For Assistance 
And Information. 

The Mason County Chapter of the 
Red Cross desires the men discharged 
from the fighting organizations to 
know that the Red Cross is continu- 
ing Its work of furnishing Information 
or assistance to former soldiers and 
sailors, as well as to those still in the 
service and their families. 

Men returning from the army may 
find complications In business or com- 
mercial activities or new problems 
arising, owing to their absence or to 
the new obligations they have assum- 
ed. The Red Cross representatives arc 
In touch with the various govern- 
mental activities and with the local 
agencies for the re-establishment of 
the returned men. What about the In- 
surance carried by the men while in 
tho service? Can It be cashed In? 
Should It be continued? When and to 
whom should It be paid? 

What of vocational education for 
the disabled soldier or sailor? Is the 
injured man given education by the 
Government? 

Many men have subscribed for Lib- 
erty Bonds. How are the payments to 
be made for these, and what are the 
men's rights in respect to them? 

There is much confusion in the 
minds of the public In regard to War 
Risk Insurance and compensation on 
account of injury sustained while In 
the service. Any man who has be- 
come incapacitated while in the ser- 
vice is entitled to compensation. The 
rights of his family to compensation 
in case of his death may depend on 
whether he has submitted a certificate 
of disability prior to his own decease. 

Information on any or all of these 
subjjects has been given by the Home 
Service Section of the Red -Cross, 
without cost, and can be quickly and 
accurately given to any discharged or 
eullsted men or their interested rela- 
tives.

AMERICAN TROOPS TO BE 
WITHDRAWN FROM RUSSIA 



War Department Making Plans to 
Bring American Troops Out of 
Russian Territory. 

Washington, February 17— Steps to- 
ward strengthening the position of 
American and Allied troops in North- 
ern Russia as a preliminary to their 
safe withdrawal in the near future are 
under way at the direction of the Su- 
preme War Council. 

Secretary Baker, transmitting this 
information from President Wilson to 
the House Military Committee today, 
said all the American soldiers should 
be out of Russia this spring. 

To facilitate withdrawal additional 
forces are being dispatched to the 
scene. Great Britain is sending 2,400 
troops and the Pnited States railroad 
engineer units numbering about 500 
men. 

Secretary Baker notified the House 
Military Committee today that Presi- 
dent Wilson had informed him of the 
plans, and again gave assurance that 
the American soldiers were in no dan- 
ger of being out off. 

Secretary Baker also said Gen. 
Bliss had informed him that the Brit- 
ish Military authorities felt no appre- 
hension as to the militnry situation 
at Archangel.

PASSED BY NEGROES 

Colored People of Community Adopt 
Keaoliitlon on Death of Hon. 
If. I). Cochran. 

The big memorial meeting held at 
Scott M. E. Church was quite a suc- 
cess. It was called to hold memorial 
service in honor of Lincoln, Douglass. 
Roosevelt. Washington and our own 
fellow townsman, W. D. Cochran. A 
large crowd was present and a deep 
and lasting Impression was made up- 
on all present by the whole address 
by Rev. I. Garland Pcnn and the 
touching resolutions offered by Hon. 
B. W. Lane on behalf of the citizens 
for Hon. W. D. Cochran. The pro- 
gram was well rendered. 

The following resolution was offer- 
ed by Hon. E. W. Lane: 

"Wliereas we have assembled on 
this the night of February 14th In the 
year of our Lord 191H to pay the proper 
homage and respect to our country- 
brave to Lincoln the man of sorrow- 
yet first In the hearts of his country 
men. 

"To the first chosen leader of his 
people who was yet In chains our only 
Frederick Douglas whom all the race 
mourns his loss.

highways and gave us council from 
his store house of Information, and 
whose goodness of hoart and courag- 
eous actB and striking personality 
gave to us a true man as a matchless 
leader of men. He was called from 
us at a time when manhoods morn- 
ing nlmost touched noon. While the 
shadows et ill were falling toward the 
West. 

"Hon William Cochran born and 
reared In Maysvllle and saw yonder's 
smiling sun first on March 20, 186S, it 
was his good fortune as that of the 
community to live through tlie dread- 
ful world's' war and was actively en- 
gaged at the head of Important war 
activities. 

"On February 8th, 11*19, he gathered 
his mantal about himself and las- 
down to rest.

PRESIDENT WILSON 

SHOULD EXPLAIN 

Reading In the newspapers that 
President Wilson had appointed Geo. 
D. Herron and William Allen White 
delegates 10 represent the United 
States In the conference between the 
AllleB and the representatives of Rus- 
sia In Princes' Island recalls that 
twenty-five years ago a book with the 
title. "Between Jesus and Ceasar," 
written by George D. Ilerron, Congre- 
gational Minister and Professor of So- 
cial Science In Iowa College, made ap- 
peal to the Idealism of one intensely 
Interested In the subject of Applied 
Christianity. Only a general impres- 
sion remains leaving no accurate data 
upon which to base a mature, pres- 
ent judgment. 

The writer next heard of Professor 
Herron in the summer of 1898 or 1899 
while attending a Y. W. C. A. Confer- 
ence at Ashevllle. N. C. In attendance 
upon the Conference was Dr. Eber- 
•hardt, Instructor In Physiology and 
Anatomy and resident physician in 
the Presbyterian College for Women, 
Columbia, South Carolina. Dr. Eber- 
hardt was the sister of Mrs. George D. 
Herron, who with her three or four 
children had come to Columbia for 
counsel and comfort from Dr. Eber- 
hardt. 

The year previous a Mrs. Rand and 
her daughter, women of large wealth, 
had offered to defray the expenses of 
Professor Herron for a. year's study in 
Europe. The impecunious college pro- 
fessor accented the offer with the ap- 
proval of all concerned. Mrs. Rand 
and her daufihter also went to Europe. 
At the expiration of the year of study, 
Prof. Herron returned lo tell his wife 
that henceforth his life would he spent 
with Miss Rand, and giving his wife 
Miss Rand's check for $50,000 return- 
ed with Miss Rand to Europe, taking 
up their residence at Berne. 

Prof. Herrons subsequent writings 



defended free love, denounced the 
church, and all exlsltlng governments 
Including our own. He writes: "The 
coercive family will pass away with 
the coercive economic system." 

"Protestantism stands— though It 
doesn't stand very well today — by 
keeping man In an attitude of fear 
toward the unknown." 

"There Is not a bit of spiritual dif- 
ference between the Standard Oil 
Combination and the Presbyterian 
Church. One demands tribute In the 
form of cash and the other in the form 
of enslavement of souIb and all the 
cash it can get besides. 

"I have no expectation that the 
present kind of civilization can be 
amended— It can only be ended." 

"It is already too late to reform so- 
ciety in America. It 1b no longer a 
question whether you will have a so- 
cialistic revolution. It Is only left to 
you to decide what kind of revolution 
you will have." 

To promote the propagation of these 
teaching in this country, Professor 
Herron founded in New York City The 
Rand School of Social Science. At- 
tached to the school Is a publishing 
department and book store from 
which are Issued publications in ad- 
vocacy of the teachings. Among the 
publications is one now in the hands 
of this writer, the title page of which 
reads: 

The Soviets at Work 

The International Position of the 
Russian Soviet Republic and the Fun- 
dnmental Problems of the Socialist 
Revolution 

by 

NIKOLAI LENIN 
Premier, Russian Soviet Republic 
Published by 
The Rand School of Social Science 
New York 1918. 
A resume of this book will be given 
In an early issue of the Ledger if the 
editor will give the space. 
And this George D. Ilerron, who 



broke bis marriage vows, settled all 
the sacred claims of fatherhood with 
a check for 160,000 given by his soul 
mates, desires the home, the church, 
the organized state, all the institu- 
tions of the United States, domestic 
and political, is appointed to repre- 
sent the United States In the confer- 
ence on Princes' Island. What a mis- 
representation of the United States! 
What an affront to the Allies and the 
decent element In Russia! What com- 
fort to the Bolshevists! What was the 
war about any how? What did we 
fight for? Why have we just observed 
Father and Son week? DoeB not 
President Wilson owe to every Amer- 
ican man, woman and child who gave 
their blood, their treasure, their all to 
maintain our institutions an explana- 
tion for this appointment? 

The President has carried and Is 
carrying a heavy burden. He has car- 
ried It heroically. Under his leader- 
ship, loyally supported by the people, 
we have won a great victory. As a 
member of the League of Nations we 
shall have opportunity to do greater 
things If we remain true to our own 
standards.

Washington, February 18— The Re- 
publican Publicity Association, thru 
its President, Hon. Jonathan Bourne.

That the end 
of the war found the government stor- 
age- spaces glutted with billions of 
dollars worth of material was no fault 
of the makers, but must be blamed to 
the dilatory Mr. Baker.

•The failures of tho Administration 
in the conduct of the war are well- 
nigh .numberless. They began with 
the obstinate refusal for two and a 
half years to make ready, and where 
they will end no man can say. It Is 
Imost impossible to cite an Instance 
if where an Administration effort 
eally succeeded. The soldiers were 
started In training with wooden guns 
and odd-lot uniforms, drilling in mud 
and sleeping In Insanitary camps. 
They are returning without funds, 
ninny of the wounded without proper 
hospital allotments. We have had the 
nirplnne breakdown, the ordnance 
breakdown, and the shlp-buildinp 
breakdown. The country is strewn 
with war material of every descrip- 
tion whjch the government bought 
with a prodigality beyond reason and 
never delivered, and the great gas out- 
put ended In dumpage at sea because 
It was realized too late. But two of 
Ford's 'Eagles' ever flew, so that al- 
most the sole exception to the general 
success of American Individual enter- 
prise is to be found In the factories of 
a pacifist and presidential favorite. 
Our troops were transported in for- 
eign vessels, or foreign-built vessels 
operating under the American flag, 
and Great Britain and France equip- 
ped them with airplanes, guns, and 
partly with clothing. 

"Where pressure °' PU D " C opinion 
compelled Administration reforms and 
able men were eventually drafted to 
carry on war-work, results at once be- 
gan to appear, as far example, when 
Charles Schwab took over the build- 
ing of ships, Stettlnlus became our 
Quartermaster-ln-fact, and Ryan be- 
gan on the airplane program. But 
these reforms were adopted too late 
to be of effective war service. 

"Comparison of successful Ameri- 
can enterprise and exasperating ad- 
ministration failures presents the 
most damning Indictment of a parti- 
san, sectional, narrow-minded, inef- 
ficient bureaucracy to be found In all 
the pages of history. But It has its 
bright side, it indicates that the peo- 
ple themselves are there with the 
goods; that it is the Administration 
which they were beguilded Into tup- 
porting on the plea, 'he kept us out 
of war' that Is rotten to the core. And 
in 1920 the American people, selecting 
the branding iron of the Inspector 
General'a Department, should burn In- 
to the hide of the Democratic Donkey. 
% C .:. meaning 'Inspected and Con- 
demened'."
